EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Attorney Leandro Arechederra on November 10, 2008. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , lines 12-15, delete the section of "wherein the partially preactivated 
catalyst ... about 0.1:1 to about 0.3:1,". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The pending claims were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Jorgenson et al. (US 6,1 87,866) over the disclosure of Example 5. However, it is 
noted that the partially activated catalyst precursors of Example 5 are prepared in a 
batch fashion rather than the in-line fashion (col. 14, lines 62-65) like those of the 
instant claims. Therefore, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jorgenson are not proper and withdrawn. 

Applicants also have provided evidences in the working examples which show 
that the partially activated catalyst precursor with the Lewis Acid/electron donor ratio in 
the range of 0.1:1 to 0.3:1 provide olefin polymers with unexpected reduced polymer 
fines compared with the catalyst precursor without any preactivation and partially 
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activated catalyst precursor with Lewis Acid/electron donor ratio outside of the high end 
of the ratio of the instant claims, therefore, it would not have been obvious to modify the 
polymerization process Jorgenson et al. (US 5,290,745) to come up to the 
polymerization process of the instant claims. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of 
record are withdrawn. 

In view of the foregoing, the instant claims are deemed novel and nonobvious 
over the cited prior art and are now in the condition for allowance.
